Peptide compounds according to Claim 1, in which 
X 2 is an amino acid residue which is selected from 
the group consisting of- Thr, Ser, Asp or glycine. 

Peptide compounds according- to Claim 1, in which 
X 3 is an amino acid- residue selected from the 
group consisting of Asp, Glu, Arg, Lys, His or 
Tyr. 

Peptide compounds according to Claim 1, in which 
X 4 is an amino acid residue selected from the 
group consisting of Ser, Tyr, Thr, Gly or Val.

Virus, characterized in that it possesses a coat 
protein which haA a sequence which corresponds to 
a peptide compound\of Claims 1-6.

disorders which are based on an expression and 
pathological function of a v (3 6 integrin receptors.
